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Death of Henry Molineux. 


West Roxsury, Mass., April 2.—He1 
Molineux, for 30 years Pacific coast agent 
of the Seth Thomas Clock Co., was laid in 
Mount Hope on March 21, passing away 
aiter confinement to his bed for nearly a 
year and a hali. The funeral was private, 
since the triends were too numerous to 
notify. 

Mr. Molineux was the son of the 
James McHard Kast Molineux, of Boston 
ind Mary Ann Kimball, of Gardiner, M:« 
being born at Merideth Bridge, now L 
conia, N. H \ very young man, he left 
his home in Boston for San Fran 


early in the 50’s, and in California he lived 
until on account of his health, in 


I8v5, he retired from active business and 
returned to his mother, since deceased, in 
West Roxbury. He held many positions 
of honor and trust in his adopted city 
State. When Leland Stanford was Gov 
ernor, in 1861, Mr. Molineux was clerk 
and recorder of Sierra county, wher: 

was largely interested in mines, and later 
served for more than a term as county 
treasurer Not being acceptable to the 
Government as a soldier during the « 

war, he paid a substitute. In San Fran 
cisco, when there was a short-lived at 
tempt at a reform government in 1881, he 


was elected supervisor irom the Fiith 
ward, and as chairman of the finance 
committee took rank directly after tl 
Mayor, presiding in his absence. It is in 
teresting to know that one corporation 
considered his vote worth $40,000, which 
sum, it is needless to say, was Offered in 


vain and not mentioned by him, the offe 


coming to the ears of his triends by other 


sources. After holding various desirabie 
and responsible offices in the Mercant 
Library Association, he was chosen pres 
dent in 1882, and made an honorary mem 
ber in 1883. About this time he held the 
position for a short time of president of a 


San Francisco bank, and he was for many 
years an importer by shiploads of sulphur 
rom Japan. For about 30 years head ot 
the Pacific coast department of the Seth 
Thomas Clock Co., Thomaston, Conn., as 
agent, stockholder and employer, he was 
esteemed and beloved by all from the high- 
est members of the corporation, of which 
his friend, Seth E. Thomas, is treasurer, 
down to the humblest porte: 

In 1869 Mr. Molineux joined the Odd 
Fellows, and he early identified himself 
with the Masons, becoming a life member 
of the Marysville Council, No. 3, R. and S 
M., in 1865: a Knight Templar in 1867, 


Royal Arch Mason in 1868, and was 
member of Oriental Lodge as a master 
Mason until 1876 in San Francisco In 


1878 he made an extensive tour in Europe 
in company with Mr. Thomas, visiting 
Italy and traveling over 1,000 miles in 
Russia, and in 1879 he married Mrs. Kate 
\. Flint Noyes, of Brooklyn, who sur- 
vives him. Since his return to Massachu- 
setts he lived on Park St., West Roxbury, 
where his only sister devotedly cared for 
his health and comfort. Those that knew 
him only within a few years can have no 
dea of the commanding presence, keen 
black eyes and courtly manner that distit 
guished him in earlier years Although 


brought up under the teaching of Theo- 
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dore Parker, it was fitting that his friend 
and neighbor, the Rev. W. O. Pearson, 
should read the Episcopal service ovet 
his remains.

duty on drilled or pierced pearls has 
caused considerable disturbance in the 
precious stone trade with consequent liti 
gation The protestants in their initial 
proceeding claimed that such pearls are 
“pearls in their natural state,” the assess 
ment of duty on which is 10 per cent. This 
contention was acquiesced in by neither 
the United States Board of General Ap 
praisers nor the United States Circuit 
Court, the decision of the former, which 
was upheld by the latter, being that such 
pearls must be classified as non-enumer 
ated manufactured articles, duty on which 
it 20 per cent is provided by section 6 of 
the tariff law. This classification not sat 
sfying the protestants, a second proceed 
ng was instituted on the ground that 
even if drilled pearls be not “pearls in their 


natural state,” they are very much like 


them and should be assessed for duty in 
accordance with the provisions of the si 
militude clause of section 7. This conten 


tion, also, has been unacquiesced in by the 


Appraisers, and the former decision, to the 
effect that such pearls are non-enumerated 
manufactured articles, stands, unless over 
ruled in appeal, if such be taken. If this be 
the final decision, the duty on dri 
pearls will be one of the anomalies of tariff 
legislation, that a simple operation upon 
an article, involving scarcely any labor 
and calculated rather to decrease the value

Now, the 
eweler sends the case to the manufac 
turers, giving date when the case was 
sold to the customer. If the manufactur- 
ers live up to their guarantee and replace 
the old case with a new one of the same 
quality, then the jeweler can feel proud 
of having sold goods made by manufac 
turers whose guarantee 1s worth some- 
thing, and who are willing to make it 
good. The customer gets his new case, 
he is pleased and goes away happy and 
will have a good word to say in favor of 
the jeweler. More, he was treated fairly 
and will also recommend the makers of 
the case. 

Now let us consider the other side: The 
jeweler sends the case to the manufac- 
turers the same as before. The manufac- 
turers write back, saying that they will 
send a new case, providing $4.50 in cash 
is sent to them, or that they will patch 
up the old case free of charge. This being 
told to the customer, he gets angry, say 
ing that he paid for a 20-year case and 
that he doesn’t want to pay any more, and 
doesn’t want a patched-up case.

CHAPTER IV. 


(Continuation of Formation of Theoretical Terminals.) 

If for any reason we cannot use the form of curve rep- 
resented in Fig. 5, we must select one from Plates XI. 
or XII. The curves in these are drawn for different 
distances of the regulator pins, and in eight different sizes 
of springs, the same form being used for all the sizes, 
the position of the stud, as well as that of the regulator 
pins, being indicated in the drawings. We select one that 
comes nearest the size of spring and distance of regu- 
lator pins we have to match, and proceed in the forma- 
tion and comparison of the curve in the same way 
above. For greater convenience in the use of them the 
workman may cut these plates out, for he requires to 
have them lying flat be- 
fore him. The use of 
these curves will be 
found convenient in 
cases where we merely 
wish to correct a termi- 
nal in a given case with- 
out unpinning the spring 
at the stud, as in a 
watch that comes to us 
for ordinary repairs, and 
which we desire, never- 
theless, to improve. 

If an outside curve is 
to be made without paying attention to the orientation 
of the inner pinning point in view of position adjust- 
ment, a somewhat different method must be pursued 
for finding the starting point of the curve. We have, 
in this case, to take our measure from the point 
marked on the outer coil at which the balance vibrated 
mean time, the point which should fall between the 
regulator pins, and in order to know at what point we 
should commence to lift the coil for the knee and to 
locate the point where the curve leaves the outer spiral, 
we need to know the length of the curve. To this end 
we have to perform a trifle of a calculation.

We may now measure off this length by taking hold of 
the spring at the point marked for the regulator pins and 
straightening the coil out gently with another pair of 
tweezers, sliding along the spring and holding it against 


.a scale; or we may convert it into degrees of circular 


arc as applied to the outer coil of the spring and com- 
mencing from the point marked for the regulator pins, 
and mark the coil at the point enclosed by the angle as 
the point at which the curve commences as it leaves the 
outer coil, and then lift the coil and proceed with the 
formation of the curve, as in the previous case. There 
can be no harm in straightening out the coil to get the 
length of the curve, nor can there be any objection to 
making a slight mark on the spring to indicate the start- 
ing points of the curve. We are obliged to resort to some 
means of staking off the length of the curve, otherwise 
we would be working in the dark. 

Of course, the length we obtain in the foregaqing cal- 
culation is that of one form of curve only—viz.: that of 
Fig. 5; and if a curve should be selected from plates XI. 
and XII., such a calculation would be impossible, as we 
do not possess the elements of any of those curves. In 
that case we would be obliged to resort to trial by ap- 
proximation. As a matter of fact, however, I may state 
that, for two springs of equal diameter, the length of the 
curve does not vary very much, whatever may be its 
form, so that we can take the above type as a basis of 
calculation.

TARIFF DECISIONS. 


Among the decisions last week by the 
Board of Classification of the U. S. Gen- 
eral Appraisers were the following: 
DECORATED EARTHEN WARE, DECORATED 
PLAQUES AND MANUFACTURES OF METAL. 
L. Straus & Sons imported merchandise consist- 
ing of (1) “decorated earthen ware,” assessed for 
duty at a rate of 35 per cent ad valorem, under para- 
graph 85 of the act of 1894; (2) “decorated earthen 
ware plaques,” assessed for duty at 60 per cent, 
under the provisions of paragraph 95 of the tariff 
act of 1897, and (3) ‘“‘manufactures of metal,” as- 
sessed for duty at 35 per cent, under paragraph 177 
of the tariff act of 1894. The importers protested 
and claimed that the first described articles were 
“paintings on porcelain;’”’ that the second set of 
goods were dutiable as “paintings,’’ under para- 
graph 454, or as “articles of earthy or mineral 
substance,” under paragraph 97 of the act of 1897, 
and that the third set were free of duty, under 
paragraph 575, of the act of 1894. The protest was 
overruled. 

TRADE-MARKS ON BOTTLE STOPPERS. 
Koscherak Bros. et al. imported glass bottles, 
on which were certain trade-marks and other in- 
scriptions, and also china bottle stoppers. Duty 
was assessed on the former at the rate of 40 per 
cent ad valorem, under paragraph 90, of the tariff 
act of 1894. The importers’ protested, and claimed 
that the bottles were dutiable under paragraph 88, 
of said act. The latter were assessed for duty at 


(0 per cent, but claimed by the importers to be 
dutiable at 55 per cent, under paragraph 95, of 
the tariff act of 1897 soth protests were sus- 
tained. 


Valuable Royal Sévres Pieces. 


MONG the extraordinarily rare speci- 
mens of the potter’s art contained in 
the Grossbaum estate collection, at Davis 
& Harvey’s galleries, Philadelphia, Pa., 
are three Royal Sévres pieces, a tureen 
and two plateaux of the Vincennes period, 
A.D. 1726. The set antedates the estab- 
lishment of the Royal factory in its present 
site. The ormolu mountings are by Pierre 
Morin and are masterpieces of the ex- 
quisite metal art work of that period. 
These examples of antique Sévres came 
from the famous collection of the late Duc 
d’Orleans, which was sold at the Hotel 
Drouot, Paris. The late Mr. Grossbaum 
valued the set at $50,000. 


The many rowed pearl collar was never 
more in evidence. 





Diamonds in the Russian Crown. 


HE crown of Russia is at present pre- 
sumably the richest in diamonds. 
Besides several valuable collections in the 
imperial treasury, there are three crowns 
entirely composed of these stones. That of 
Ivan Alexiowitch contains 881, that of Pe- 
ter the Great 847 and that of Catherine ITI. 
2536. One of its most remarkable dia- 
monds is the “Orloff,” now set in the top 
of the imperial scepter, and on this account 
is sometimes called the “Scepter” dia- 
mond. The history of this stone has been 
much mixed up with that of the “Moon 
of the Mountain,” another great diamond 
in the possession of the Czar. The most 
authentic account appears to be that it 
formed one of the eyes of the Hindu god 
Sri-Ranga, to whom was dedicated a mag- 
nificent temple situated on a fortified isl- 
and in Mysore 
A French deserter from the Indian ser- 
vice, who had been at work in the neigh- 
borhood of this temple, hearing of the 
idol’s “beaux yeux,” determined to be- 
come their possessor. As no Christians 
were permitted within the precincts of the 
pagoda, he, in order to gain the confidence 
of the priests, became a devotee and so 
ingratiated himself with the Brahmins that 
they confided to him the guardianship of 
the inner shrine, which contained the idol. 
Watching his opportunity one stormy 
night, he succeeded in forcing one of the 
eyes out of its socket and fled with it to 
Madras, where he sold the gem to an 
English sea captain for £2,000, who, in 
turn, disposed of it to a Jew for £12,000. 
From him it was purchased by Kojeh, a 
Persian merchant, who, at Amsterdam, 
when on his way from England to Rus- 
sia, met Prince Orloff. This Prince, in 
order to regain the favor of Catherine II., 
under whose displeasure he had fallen, 
bought the gem from the merchant for 
the sum of £90,000 and an annuity of £4,- 
04), and presented it to his imperial mis- 
tress, who had previously declined the pur- 
chase as too costly, but now accepted this 
truly royal gift from her illustrious sub- 
ject 
The “Orloff” diamond weighs 194 karats, 
and its estimated value is £369,800. In size 
it ranks first among European gems, and 
in beauty yields the palm to the “Regent” 
only. It is said that Wilkie Collins’s 
novel, “The Moonstone,” was suggested 
by this stone.—Chambers’ Journal.
